No. 3-3/84-Sugar/(DF)-1.—In pursuance of sec¬ 
tion 7 of the Sugar Development Fund Act, 1982, 
(4 of 1982), the Central Government hereby pub- 
shes the report for the financial year 1983-84, which 
ended on the 31st March, 1984. 

2. The'Sugar Development Fund Act, 1982, which 
came into force on the 1st June, 1982, provides for 
setting up of a Fund and crediting thereto amounts 
equivalent to the proceeds of the duty of excise 
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levied and colected under the Sugar Cess Act, 1982 
(3 of 1982), reduced by the cost of collection as deter¬ 
mined by the Central Government, after the appro¬ 
priation made by Parliament by law. A sum of 
Rs. 76 crores was credited to the Fund during the 
finandal year 1983-84, making the total amount 
standing to the credit of the Fund at the end of. that 
year at Rs. 116 crores. An expenditure of about 
Rs. ^8 -60 crores was incurred during the year on 
account of payments to some sugar mills as subsidy 
towards interest, storage and insurance charges 
for holding the buffer stocks of sugar. An expen- 


ditute of about Rs. 71 thousands was also incurred 
during the year on the establishment maintained 
for the work relating to Sugar Develbpment Fund. 
No expenditure could be incurred from the Fund 
to finance rehabilitation/modernisation of sugar 
mills, cane development in factory areas, research 
projects aimed at development of sugar industry due 
to unavoidable delay in finalisation of rules under 
section 9 of the Act, detailing the procedure for 
disposal of applications for loans and grants.

S. O. No. 94/12/83-AD—-In exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section (2) of 
Section 23 of the Textiles Committee Act, 1963 (41) 
of 1963), the Textiles Committee, [with the pre¬ 
vious sanction of the Central Government hereby 
makes the following regulations, namely;— 

Short title and commencement 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Textiles 
Committee (Pension and General Provident Fund) 
Regulations, 1985, 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

Rules etc, governing the Pension and Provident 

Fund of the employees of Textiles Committee. 

2. The provisions of the General Provident Filnd 
(Central Services) Rules, 1960, and the Central 
Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972, as amended 
from time to time, shall apply to all the whole-time 
and regular employees of the Textiles Committee. 

Provided that the employees who entered into 
service of the Textiles Committee prior to the date of 
publication of these regulations in the official Gazette 
and were governed by the Textiles Committee Con¬ 
tributory Provident Fund Regulations, 1970 shall be 
given an option to continue to be governed by the said 
regulations and the Textiles Committee’s Employees 
(Death-cum-Retirement Gratuity) Regulations, 1982 
and the option shall be exercised by such employees 
in writing within six months from the date of pub¬ 
lication of these regulations, and the option once 
exercised shall be treated as final.
